A Mew B'loor Covering. 


A. new and desirable paper maehe pro- 


cess for covering'floors is described SB 
follows: The floor is thoroughly cleaned. 
The holes and cracks are then filled with 
paper putty, made by soaking newspapers 
in a paste made of wheat flour, water and 
ground alum, as follows: To ,one pound 
of flour add three quarts of water and 
a tablespoonful of ground alum, and mix 
thoroughly. 
The floor is then coated 


with this paste, and then a thickness of 
manilla paper is put on. This is allowed 
to dry thoroughly. The manilla paper ia 
then covered with, paste, and a" layer of 
wall paper of any style or design desired 
is pat on. After allowing this to thor- 
oughly dry,-it is covered with two or 
more coats of sizing, made by dissolving 
one-half pound of white glue in two 
quarts of hot water. After this is allow- 
ed to dry, the.surface is given one coat of 
"hard oil finish varnish," which oom^B 
and is bought already prepared. This is 
allowed to dry thoroughly, when the floor 
is ready for use. The process is repre- 
sented to be durable and cheap, and, 
besides taking the placa of matting, 
carpet, oil olsths or like covering, makes 
the floor air-tight, and can be washed or 
scrubbed.—California Architect.

Young and even middle-aged'peo- 


ple, accustomed to the convenience 
of the modern lucifer match, can 
hardly imagine the time when the 
tinder-box, with its clumsy flint and 
steel and broad brimstone matches, 
was the only means of procuring a 
light.

ful than others in striking a light 
and blowing the spark and match to 
a flame, but often on a wintry morn 
ing it was weary work with the ser- 
vant who had to kindle the first fire 
if the tinder happened to be damp 
or worn out, or the flint and steel 
"in a temper." 
Indeed, in many 


houses a rushlight was in some bed- 
room or other always burnt, so that 
in case of sudden illness, or any dis- 
aster, there might be light ready. 
The rushlight having, as its name 
implies, a rush wick, was about fif- 
teen inches long, and was burnt in a 
huge perforated shade; it was the 
"farthing rushlight" which very poor 
people were said to use for other 
purposes than a night light. 
The 


picture of a half-starved seamstress 
in a garret would, in those days, 
have been incomplete without the 
thin rush candle; but its flame was 
so feeble that I can hardly fancy any 
eyes would have served to thread a 
needle by it.

It is no doubt a fact that the can- 


ning of meats—which has been car- 
ried on extensively for some years 
past, has furnii-hed a market for a 
large proportion of the inferior stock 
that has been raised. This business 
has indirectly, then, encouraged the 
production of low-grade meats, be- 
cause it is only the lower class of 
stock that is used for canning pur- 
poses, this being bought at low fig- 
ures. The process of cooking and 
mincing, salt and other seasoning 
being added, combine to obliterate 
traces of the low quality, though up- 
on the taste of those who have learned 
what flavor goes with the higher 
classes of meat no successful decep- 
tion can be practiced by any sort of 
seasoning whatever. 
The insipid 


taste, always found in the canned 
meats, is an exposure of it to those 
who are accustomed to eating high- 
grade meats. It is the common be- 
lief that anything in good enough for 
making soap. 
No mistake could be 


greater than this; no soup is first- 
class except it be made from the car- 
cass of a beast whose* lean flesh is 
full of rich meat juices. The infe- 
rior portions of a high-bred, well- 
fattened beast will make better soup, 
or a better stew, than the choicest 
cut from the skinny carcasses gen- 
erally bought for cunning, for even 
the neck of the superior beast af- 
fords cuts having the peculiar flavor 
and odor of high-class meat. No 
part of it can escape this, while no 
portion of the low grade can possess 
it. 


» 
Jndtemopolts Journal. 


It is well known that there have 


been heavy losses this season on the 
ball Bide of grain-- margins. We 
have been placed in possession of 
certain facts, collated with care by a 
gentleman who has made the subject 
of statistics a study, which show 
very conclusively that, so far as pri- 
ces are concerned, actual snpply and 
demand haa been no factor whatever 
this season in regulating grain quo 
tations. The facts and figures given 
are from fifty-three counties of the 
State of Indiana, and may be relied 
upon as accurate in all respects. 
Between April 10 and June 15 of 
this year, parties residing in these 
fifty-three counties "bought" wheat, 
or margins, to the amount of 210,- 
700,000 bushels. This was bought 
on a rising market. It was bought 
at prices ranging from $1.04 to 
$1.17, the larger part of it averaging 
§1.12. The amount bought by par- 
ties in this State was, as is seen, 
more than double the'W hole annual 
export demand. Now, it is very 
probable that Indiana in this regard 
is about an average of five of the 
Central Western Statea On this 
basis, then, parties in five of these 
States—Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis- 
souri and Iowa—bought in the same 
period 1,053,500,000 bushels 
of 


wheat, over 200,000,000 more than 
the largest crop ever produced in this 
country. All of these margin buy- 
ers were future sellers. None of 
them bought for legitimate uses. 
This fact, of course, was known to 
the "bear" side of the operators. 
When wheat went up to $1.18 and 
$1.19 the rise stopped, because all 
who were willing to invest in "mar- 
gins" had done BO, and the "demand" 
ceased. The amount "bought" was 
known to the wealthy ring of opera- 
tors, who possessed themselves of 
these contracts, and the squeeze be- 
gan.The buyers held on through the 
rest of June and July and part of 
August, and paid their margins, 
hoping for an upward turn. 
They 


did not know that they had bought 
over two such wheat crops as we 
produced this year, but the ring who 
began the squeeze did. They began 
in August to sell or forfeit their con- 
tracts. 
The price of wheat went 


down below 51, notwithstanding it 
was known that the crop was a short 
one. 
Why? Because there were 


sellers, hard pressed, on the market 
with 1,053,500,000 bushels. 
The 


result is that the wealthy operators 
inside the knowing ring haye pos- 
sessed themselves not only of the 
margins from time to time, but of 
the grain, so far as it could actually 
be delivered by some of tho parties, 
at a price much below the legitimate 
one based on supply. These buyers 
were business men, brokers, county 
officers, and farmers 
A large per 


cent, belonged to the latter class, 
and as a consequence scores of farms 
have changed hands in the past two 
months. When you get down to ac- 
tual figures, as obtained in this State, 
they give a clew to the singular fluc- 
tuations of the markets, and they ex- 
plain why the price of wheat went 
below a dollar under the influence of 
a short crop of nearly 100,000,000 
bushels. 


It need hardly be said that this 


class of speculation is the most dis- 
astrous to legitimate business that 
now prevails. Perhaps the disasters 
to the losing operators may have a 
tendency to stop it. But the specu- 
lation, as a rule, is done in a corner, 
and so under cover as to make the 
remedy only available to the suffer- 
ers themselves. If these thousands 
of small operators could be brought 
to understand that they are merely 
victims lured to ruin by the great 
speculators the purpose of this arti- 
cle would be reached, and they would 
probably cease to be lambs for the 
shearing of unprincipled gamblers.

Recently we visited Southwestern 


Missouri, stopping most of the time 
in Springfield, a city of 14,000 in- 
habitants, and the scene of many se- 
vere conflicts during the rebellion. 
At the breaking out of the war it 
was an insignificant town, but_ it is 
pow the largest city in Southwestern 
Missouri, and attaining great com- 
mercial importance, being the dis- 
tributing point for a large scope of 
country. Springfield is ' situated on 
the western slope of the Ozark moun- 
tains, at an elevation of 1206 feet 
above St. Louis. The city is sur- 
rounded 6y fine agricultural lands, 
and the general make-up of the 
country and city impresses the stran- 
ger that he is in the midst of a grow- 
ing 
and prosperous community. 


Springfield has made its most rapid 
growth dining the last three or fo.m 
years, having recently constructed 
two street car lines, erected gas 
works, and this season completed a 
very fine system of water \\ orks, re- 
ceiving an inexhaustible supply of 
water from a monster spring. The 
San Francisco Railroad Co. have 
shopiTloeated at this point which pay 
out daily $1,000 for labor. 
This in- 


dustry, together with many other 
important manufactories, are giving 
the city a business boom it has never 
before experienced. The most im- 
portant railroad is the San Francisco 
line, but another very valuable road 
is the Kansas City "and Memphis, 
which will be open for through travel 
in a few days. 


Many of the old forts constructed

under date of August 9, if winter it 
can be called where snow is never 
seen and ice a curiosity.

mate of Australia is as near perfec- 
tion as can be imagined.

Germany gathered herself together, 
and what is the result? During the 
past twenty years the industry has 
increased in Germany 300 per cent.; 
in Great Britain it has decreased 18 
per cent.; Germany now employs 
200,000 persons in flax spinning, 
and Great Britain 
150,000; the 


wages in both countries is about the 
same, but the purchasing power of 
the money is greater in Germany 
and the condition of the operatives 
is in every way better than in Great 
Britain."

Beeult of the Inquest on tne Body ot 


John Bemmeno.

The inquest on the body of John Hem 


mens, who met bin dwth by drowning at 
the Cow Ford bridge, was held at Bol- 
lard's undertaking establishment last 
evening, by Coroner Bendnre. 


THB TBSTIMOinr. 


R G. McDonald, commissioner of high- 


ways for Long Creek .township, testified 
that be witnessed the accident which 
caused the death of the deceased, and J. 
W. Day, a farmer, testified to the same 
effect. 


F. J. MoDoNAMD testified: I am a resi- 


dent ot Hickory Point township, and am 
a carpenter and bridge builder by occu- 
pation. I was employed by C. A. Tnttle 
to raise the Cow Ford bridge and to put 
in some new piling and new timber, so a 
new pier could be built. I put in false 
work, consisting of two V-shaped bents, 
eight feet all together, and well braced. 
I supposed it was of sufficient strength. 
We "jacked" up the center part of the 
bridge first, and then placed a jack-screw 
on tbe abutment and screwed up the end. 
Hemmens was underneath the bridge 
putting lu -wedges. B. G. McDonald re- 
marked that he believed the end of tbe 
brace WHS rotten, and I thought so my- 
self. When the bridge fell I did not see 
the deceased until I saw him in the un- 
dertaking establishment. The parting of 
the south cord of the bridge near the 
stone abutment was the cause of the 
bridge falling. 


CHARLES BBEWEB testified: I have 


known the deceased since Monday morn- 
ing. In my opinion the cutting of the 
arch was the cauae of the bridge falling. 
I think the timbers at the end of the span 
were rotten. 
I think if the nrch hsd not 


been cut the bridge would not have fallen, 
After the deceased fell in the water, I did 
not see him until his body was taken out 
at 2:45 p. m. on the afternoon of the 27th.
